Senator Charles F. Johnson of 
Maine was beaten in the September 
election by Frederick Hale. 

Senators James A. O'Gorman of 
New York, John D. Works of Cali- 
fornia and George T. Oliver of 
Pennsylvania declined to be candi- 
dates for re-election. A curious ex- 
ample of building for the future 
was exhibited by the Republican 
“steering committee” of the Senate 
about a year ago, when it was 
known that Senator Oliver would 
not run, but that Philander C.

WOMEN FOLLOW 
IN MENS LEAD. 


Vote has Little Influence on 
the Election, 


State of Illinois Keeps Sepa- 
rate Ballots. 


Wives Adopt Political Views 
of Husbands, —

TIMES, Nov. 7.— Although a very 
large proportion of the women 
voters went to the polls in every 
one of the twelve States and in the 


they do not appear to 
have influenced materially the elec- 
tion. 

In Lllinois, the only State in which 
separate ballots are kept for the 
sexes, the women and the men ex- 
pressed the same preferences in 
much the same proportions. Neither 
the Presidency nor the control of 
the sanitary district was influenced in 
any way by the woman vote. 

On the contrary, first returns ap- 


peared to indicate that in Re- 
publican wards, women had been 
more Republican than the men and 
that in Democratic bailiwicks, they 
had exhibited a kindred faithfulness 
to the dominant party of the neigh- 
borhood. The women voted for Wtl- 
son and for Hughes generally in the 
Same ratio as the men. Their bal- 
lots for Sergel and Sullivan showed 
similar proportions. 

The Washington women, however, 
were attributed with the credit for 
the probable Wilson success in that 
State. There is no certain test 
inasmuch as the ballots are not 
separated, but political observers 
were of the opinion that the women 
were more numerous than the men. 

In Wyoming, the oldest suffrage 
State, the voters are not divided ac- 
ording to sex, but reports indicate 
hat the women were divided along 
the same general lines followed by 
the men. 

Idaho, another pioneer suffrage 
State, made the same report. 

TREND HERE. 


In California the trend of the 
woman vote has to be estimated im- 
Ppressionalistically. In San Francisco 
and the adjacent territory, however. 
women were reputed to have been 
more active for the re-election of 
the President than were their hus- 
bands and brothers. The men in 
that section of California are de- 
clared to have differed from the 
men members of their houséholds 
on the national ticket. How actual 
this independence was, albeit, can 
only be guesged. 

In Kansas, the only thing known 
definitely about the woman's vote 
was its large size. Forty per cent. 
of a probable 600,000 vote was sup- 
posed to be cast by the women, 
which showed at any rate that they 
were concerned in the elected. 

In Montana the line of division 
seems to have been the same between 
the women and men. The rural 
women and men both favored Wilson 
while the cities were stronger for 
Hughes. 

In Oregon during the morning the 
women voters outnumbered the men, 
but during the early evening hours 
the labor vote turned the tide. Both 
women and men voted for Hughes 
apparently in the same genera! 


numbers. 
REJECTED. 


Early returns indicated that wom- 
an suffrage has been rejected in West 
Virginia by a heavy vote. In Mon- 
tana Miss Jeannette Rankin, Repub- 
lican candidate: for Congress, ap- 
peared to be elected. If final re- 
turns confirm this Miss Rankin will 
be the first woman ever elected a 
member of Congress. She is a grad 
uate of the State university and of 
the New York School of Philan- 
thropy. 

Democrats had pinned faith upon 
the slogan: He kept us out of war,” 
as a caption that would bring wom- 
en to their standard in flocks. The 
returns indicate that American wom- 
en voters are not timid creatures and 
are ready to meet any responsibility, 
much as were their mothers and 
grandmothers. Mollie Pitcher has 
not yet been forgotten in the United 


States. * 
FINE TRIBUTE. 


Election officials in Illinois pay a 
fine tribute to the women for the 
businesslike way in which they 
handled the ballot. As a rule they 
were much faster than the men. 
Some critics say this was because 
they voted straight tickets, but it is 
not borne out by the returns, In 
many districts schools of instruction 
had been maintained for severa) days 
and were especially active today. 
The woman who had never before 
voted went to one of these schools, 
mastered the intricacies of the ballot 
and dashed to the polls. W here 
there were long lines of voters wait- 
ing for a chance to get in the booths, 
the women refused to be advanced in 
line and took their chances with 
the men waiting patiently for their 
turn. Having voted they hastened 
out to do missionary work among 
the laggards and in the evening gave 
themselves over to dinners, or heard 
returns at headquarters or club- 
rooms. Thousands of them were out 
in front of the bulletin boards, 
armed with megaphones, adding to 
the terrific din that swept Chicago 
all of the evening.

| Belf-defense, 
WORLD DRAMA 
IN MINIATURE. 


Belgian Freed on Charge of 
Slaying German. 


He Lost His Parents Through 
Teuton Invasion. 


Acquitted by Evidence of the 
Dead Man's Widow. 


No stranger drama of the war's 
hate and its reflex has been staged 
on this side of the Atlantic than that 
which freed Pierre Van Damme of 
Corona, yesterday. 


in the invasion of his country and 
who was branded with the stigma 
of murdering Karl Knauss, a Ger- 
man and his neighbor, Van Damme 
is the principal in a world drama 
staged in little. 

Van Damme shot and killed the 
German October 23. The Belgian 
colonies were aroused into action to 
such an extent that the Belgian Con- 
sul in San Francisco and the Vice- 
Consul here took the matter up and 
employed Attorney Roger Marchetti 
to defend the man. 

But when Mr. Marchetti went to 
see his client yesterday he had al- 
ready been freed of the murder 
charge at a preliminary hearing be- 
fore Judge Clayson, and instead of 
being of service to his client, he 
turned Good Samaritan and gave the 
widow of the dead man a job. 

He discovered her predicament 
while seeking 
Damme. With her 66-year-old daugh- 
ter, Mabel, Mrs. Knauss was the pic- 
ture of despair, as she busied her- 
self in her lonely cottage, packing 
her few belongings in readiness to 
move—where she did not know. 

HER EVIDENCE FREES. 


By a strange coincidence of fate, 
it was mainly through her evidence 
that the Belgian was freed. She 
was the only eyewitness to the 
tragedy. 

But she did not testify that the 
trouble was over the war. At the 
time cf the killing, neighbors said 
that for a long time, hard feeling 
had existed between the Belgian and 
the German because of the alleged 
abuse of Van Damme by Knauss. 

Friends of Van Damme said the 

Belgian had brooded over the loss 


invasion of Belgium, until he was 
beside himself and killed in Self- 
defense. 

From evidence introduced at the 
hearing, Knauss was quarrelsome 
and hard to get along with. Neigh- 
bors all testified that Van Damme 
was a law-abiding citizen and had 
never had any other trouble. 

The ili feeling reached a climax 
when Van Damme went across the 
street to his neighbor's after a farm- 
ing implement he had loaned 
‘Knauss. He had a small pistol in 
his pocket, with which he had been 
shooting squirrels, and it was with 
this pisto] that Knauss was killed 
after he had struck Van Damme 
down with a huge pitchfork and 
then beat him severely. 

IN DIRE STRAITS. 

After the tragedy Mrs. Knauss 
was left in desperate straits. With 
$1000 she had saved before her mar- 
riage, she and her husband had 
bought a thirty-three acre farm 
from Mrs. J. S. Pratt of Riverside, 
giving a mortgage for $3000. Real- 
izing how impossible it would be for 
the widow to remain on the place 
and finish the payments, Mrs. Pratt 
came to-her rescue and has promised 
to give her back the $1000. With 
this and the position Mr. Marchetti 
has offered her, she said yesterday, 
the future doesn’t seem so black.

PORT REVENUES 
TOTAL DOUBLES. 


Year’s Income Far Outstrips 
the Pre-war Figures. 


Harbor Beard Gives Data in 
Seeking «Council Loan. 


Money for Extensions Needed 
at Once, it Says. 


Showing that despite the war the 
revenue of the harbor department 
has doubled in the past twelve 
months as compared with the year 
before the struggle started, figures 
were submitted to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the City Council at a spe- 
clal meeting hela yesterday after- 
noon. This meeting was held on a 
holiday, because President Betkou- 
ski of the Council, a member of the 
committee, will leave for Honolulu 
this afternoon, and the Harbor 
Commission wished to have his ap- 

proval of a loan of $70,000 — 
the department wants from the city 
in order to build extensions for the 
Pacific Steamship Company. : 

The harbor department will pay 
back the loan out of current rev- 
enue. Secretary Wade said it will 
probably not require the total esti- 
mated cost of the extensions, but 
before the contracts can be let it 
must know that the Finance Com- 
mittee will guarantee sufficient 
money to build the improvements. 

A statement showing the growth 
of the harbor receipts in three years 
was filed with the committee. This 


|shows that the total receipts for the 


twelve months ended last October 
31 were $106,724.07, as compared 
with $56,023.41 the previous twelve 
months and $43,387.75 for the 
twelve months before that. In oth- 
er words, the receipts for the past 
twelve months were $50,000 greater 
than in the corresponding period of 
1914-15 and $63,000 greater than 
in the corresponding period for 
1913-14. 

The estimated revenue for the 
next twelve months is $150,000 and 
the estimated expenditure $54,000. 
This will leave a surplus of $96,000, 
or $26,000 more than the $70,000 
asked by the Harbor Board as a 
loan for the Pacific Steamship Com- 
Pany improvements. 

The expenditures of the depart- 


ment, outside of some emergency 
amounts for flood control and 80 
forth, have not increased in the 


same ratio as the neceipts. For the 
twelve months ended October 31, 
last, the ordinary expenditures were 
$41,147.37, as compared with $35,- 
370. 45 the previous twelve months 
and $28,127.30 for the twelve 
months ended October, 1914. 

In view of this excellent financial 
showing the Harbor Commission be- 
lieves the City Council will see its 
way clear to authorize the loaning 
of 370, 000 from the reserve fund.

But it would simplify the pres- 
ent international complications if, in its re 
lations with America, the British govern- 
ment would put the cards on the table and

In answer to nearly every protest that 
goes across the sea from Washington the 
British Prime Minister or some other shin- 
ing light of the British government tells 


Parliament, in tones of anguish, the sad 


and bitter story of American ingratitude. 
Tells again the story of Dewey and Admiral 
Von Dietrichs at Manila Bay and how the 
British fleet intervened to save the Philip- 
pines for us. 

Now we all know this story without de- 
ing reminded dt it. America is quite well 
aware of the fact that Admiral Chichester 
intervened in favor of Dewey at a critical 
moment. But we also know the motive 
that drove the British admiral to this out- 
burst of sympathetic seal. | 

Everyone knows that the German gor 
ernment was at that moment negotiating 
with Spain for the purchase of the Philip- 
pine Islands. The Kaiser’s bargain was in- 


‘terrupted by the Spanish-American War. 


Had this bargain gone through it would 
have been an almost fatal set-back for the 
British Empire in the Far Bast. 

England has—and then inter 
ests in the Tang Tse Valley in China and 
other great oriental possessions. These in- 
terests are approached by a trade route 
which is flanked by the Philippine Islands. 
German possession of the Philippines would 
have been a tragic strategic disaster for 
British interests. It would have been like 
handing over the combination of the office 
safe to a business competitor. 

We were in a bad fix in the Philippines 
on that day when Admiral Von Dietrichs 
sailed up to Dewey with a chip on his shoul- 
der. It was sweet and dear and awfully 
lovely of Admiral Chichester to take a hand 
in it; but it is, to say the least, uncandid 
in the British government to pretend that 
Admiral Chichester changed his anchorage 
to de in the line of German fire just because 
they loved us so. 

Nations neither hate nor love. They have 
interests that occasionally need armed pro- 
tection. Alliances are made and unmade, 
not through love, but purely through_con- 
venience. England has found it expedient 
on various occasions to fight us. In 1898 it 
happened to be expedient for Great Britain 
to protect our interests in order to protect 
her own. : 7 

At the present time Germany loves us 8 
lot and England is inclined to look upon us 
with disfavor. At the next turn of the 
wheel the conditions are quite as likely to 
be reversed. : 

Blood is thicker than water; but water 


is more plentiful. And the British govern- 


ment might be remjnded that it was an 
American commodore who declared that 
doctrine when the British were in need of 
rescuing in China. 

Heroics are well enough for movie 
dramas: but diplomacy is a cold-blooded 
agreement between armed men. 


ICARAGUA CANAL. 
The newspapers and the people of 


Panama are in favor of the construction of. 
the Nicaragua Canal and they advance a 
nu. Aber of reasons in advocacy of the build- 


ing of one, which reasons are entitled 
consideration frem the fact that the whole 
subject of interoceanic canals, their rela- 
tions to commerce and to military and naval 
problems, have been a constant theme of 
study in Panama for many years. 

It is urged that in case of a war between 
the United States and any European or 
Asiatic power the exposed ends of the canal 
might fare badly. One of the arguments. 
advanced in favor of the construction. of 
the Panama Canal was that it would con- 
tribute greatly to the effectiveness of our 
nav. fleet in that our battlesh could 
pass from ocean to ocean in a f ours. 
But tf the canal should be closed either 
end by a hostile fleet, or closed by slides, 


or otherwise rendered unavailable by the 


vulnerability of the lock type of canal to 
the sort of warfare recently developed tn 
Europe, either Colon or Panama might be 
besieged and it would take months for our 
ships to come around Cape Horn for the 
relief of the blockaded port. The land for- 
tifications could keep an enemy in Panama 
Bay at a distance, but could not prevent a 
siege. But if an Atlantic fleet could come 
through a Nicaragean cana) the chance of 
an effective siege would be reduced to a 
minimum. 
In time of peace the Nicaragua Canal 
might take from Panama the maritime 
coastwise traffic between California, Oregon, 
Washington, Alaska and the Atlantic sea- 
ports in the Eastern States, but a Nicara

gua canal would not compete with the 
larger traffic which, with a return of peace 
in Europe, would pass through the Panama 
Canal. The shortest route from New York 
or London to western South America or 
from San Pedro or San Francisco to Brazil 
or Argentine would still be through the 


Panama Canal, while nitrates and copper 


from Chile and the trade of Peru, Ecuador 
and Colombia would find the Panama Canal 
route more advantageous than that of Nic 
aragua. 

The time is not far distant when there 
will be rail connection between the head- 
waters of the Amazon and the Pacific 
Ocean; then the Panama Canal will be the 
nearest Way to get from the Atlantic ports 
of the United States to the heart of Brazil. 

Had here been no war in Furope, and no 
slides, the Panama Canal would even now 
be crowded to its capacity, and, with the 
return of pegce, it is safe to predict that 
both canals would be filled with the ships 
of commerce passing from ocean to ocean. 
The cost of constructing a Nicaraguan 
canal would be less than one-half the cost 
of the Panama Canal. Indeed: it is proba- 
ble that Nicaragua tnstead of Panama would 
have been chosen originally as the site of 
an interoceanic canal had it not been for 
the diplomacy of England, which wanted 
no rival for the Suez Canal, and the in- 
trigues of the overland railroads which 
thought to block the construction of any 
canal by shifting from Nicaragua to Pan- 
ama 
The local advantages of Nicaragua will, 
aside from every other consideration, war- 
rant the construction of a canal there. Ip 
the first morning when rocks were rended 
and hills and valleys upheaved from the 
tortured breast of Chaos, and lakes and 
seas filtrated from her nebulous mists, na- 
ture—with cataclysms for her workmen— 
piled mountains in jagged masses to the 
skies in Honduras to the north and up- 
heaved and rifted the earth in Costa Rica 
to the south, but in Nicaragua the hills 
were sloped to gentle billows interspersed 
with broad, grassy plains, drained by 
atreams running to a basin which extends 
almost from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

In this basin lie island-dotted and forest 
and mountain-girted Lakes Managua and 
Nicaragua emptying through the San Juan 
River into the Caribbean Sea. Along this 
Water system the trade winds blow with 
such regularity as to cause in Lake Nica- 
ragua a dally rise and fall of two feet, which 
effect of the winds is by.many erroneously 
attributed to the Atlantic tides. These 
trade winds, conjoined with natural drain- 


age to the sea, endow Nicaragua with ex-_ 


cellent climatic and sanitary conditions. 
The thermometer in Arizona and in Alaska 
climbs on occasions 20 degrees higher than 
the highest point reached in the lake re 
gions of Central America.” The banana 
flourishes there without deteriorating the 
man, and the pineapple and the peach are 
thrifty inmates of the same orchard. The 
country is fit for the occupation of the 
white race, and no country is better 
equipped with natural resources and with 
natural advantages for utilizing them. 
There are many available water powers. 
There are vast tracts of fertile land suit- 
able, not only for tropical products, but 
for those of the temperate zone. There 
are extensive cattle ranges abundantly wa- 
tered by natural streams. Some gold is 
washed from the streams, but there has 
never been a quartz mill in the republic, 
though ledges are found carrying gold. sil- 
ver and copper. There are deposits of mar 
granite and magnesium limestone. 
There are forests of cedar, pine and val- 
uable hardwoods. 

Nicaragua has an area ten times as large as 
Connecticut, with but one-fourth the popula- 


tion of that State She has an area nearly | eighty-nine pounds,

A MERICANIZING” OUR FOREIGN. 
POPULATION, 

The Board of Education, Superintendent 
of Schools, State Immigration Commission, 
Federation of Women's Clubs and most of 
the social welfare agencies of Los Angeles 
are back of a movement to enlarge the at- 
It is the 
purpose to make a campaign, using every 


means of publicity possible, including a 


careful canvass of the city, to secure the 
attendance of foreign-born residents who 
have not acquired the English language in 
our schools. | 

It is estimated that about onefourth of 
the population of this city is of foreign 
birth. A large percentage of these foreign- 
ers are not to be classed as Illiterates, since 
they are able to read and write in their 
own language and, in many instances, are 
well educated. But, if they are to become 
‘American citizens, they need to speak our 
tongue and to learn our ways. There are 
also considerable numbers of people who) 
cannot read or write in any language and 
who need the most elementary training to 
prepare them for residence in an enlisht- 
ened community, to say nothing of making 
them fit subjects to receive citizenship. 

The public schools are now recognizing 
that the education of the children of imm! 
grants is not enough. Our eastern cities 
and centers of large foreign population are 
experiencing the results of neglecting the 
adult foreign-speaking element. The child 
of non-English-speaking parentage who goes 
through our public schools and high schools 
becomes an alien in his own home. With 
lack of parental understanding and restraint 
He becomes a menace to the community, in 
spite of his education. 

It is proposed here in Los Angeles to 
make an especial effort to reach the many 
Mexican, Russian and South European wom- 
en who are utterly ignorant of our stand- 
ards and customs.

And the good results shown 
by the evening classes in our foreign dis- 
tricts in the past will thus be multiplied. 
No one who has seen the changes already 
wrought through the influence of such so- 
cial centers as the Castelar, Utah street, 
and other schools of this character can 
doubt the value of the training given and 
the results attained.

AND A MORAL.

You can get all sorts of emotions 
at the Little Theater just now. 
“Nju,” a Russian drama in eight 
scenes, affects everybody differently. 


Discontented married ladies find it 
very disconcerting. Contented ones— 


there are a few, though rare—find 
it merely nasty. Sentimentalists 
get the shock of their lives. 

Fond husbands usually express 
themselves with “Lot of damned 
rot!” The other kind find nothing but 
justiflcation for their peccadilloes. 
Philandering gentlemen with a weak- 
ness for experiment on other peo 
ple’s property restrain themselves 
from applause when “the other 
man” impatiently murmurs “How 
incredibly stupid” upon hearing of 
the suicide of the heroine. 

Connoisseurs wonder what on 

earth was the matter with the cham- 
pagne in the restaurant scene when 
it created such mournful unrespon- 
siveness in the erring heroine. 
But there are a few useful con- 
clusions to be drawn from the play. 
Firstly, ladies in search of “self- 
expression” and a lover who will 
love them “as they want to be 
loved” are doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Only the wrong man is pre 
‘pared to love us as we want to be 
loved. If only the Tertium Quid 
could have been induced to love her 
as the fond hubby did, or the hubby 
as the Tertium Quid did, it might 
have been all right. But apparently 
it can’t be done. Either way it is a 
clarion call for a little excitement. 
‘ Secondly, being beautiful is a 
worthless asset if you intend com- 
bining it with yearnfulness. The 
husband who thought her beautiful 
and was prepared to grovel to keep 
her was rather more aggravating 
than the lover who thought her 
beautiful, but preferred to be non- 
Only the wrong man is 
prepared to be utterly faithful and 
devoted. Alarming information this. 
So he is doomed to be a nuisance, 
no matter what his relationship and 
status. 

Thirdly, we leave the theater con- 
vinced that there is nothing much 
more objectionable than emotional 
devotion. The husband’s persistent 
devotion, prepared to overlook any 
and all little unpleasantnesses and 
wax sublimely sentimental in the 
face of the utmost discouragement, 
is regarded by the yearnful heroine 
as merely tiresome. He doesn't un- 
derstand. And when the heroine in- 
sists upon offering the same sort of 
Mevotion to the improper lover he 
looks thoroughly alarmed and un- 
grateful. God forbid. He under. 
stood a lot too well. It was the 
yearning heroine who did not un- 
derstand that time. Which was very 
absurd of her, because “understand- 
ing” was her pet theme. 

Galsworthy’s. “Fugitive” was a 
similar sort of play. In that, too, 
the respectable husband was only 
too_willing to forgive and forget 
the uncomprehending brute' 
ing wives apparently loathe Ang 
forgiven. In that, too, the stealthy 
lover found the other man's wife’s 
devotion a bit too clammy for com- 
fort. Both heroines commit suf 
cide. 
Dissatisfled“ and adventurous wives 
receive a nasty shock in the funeral 
scene. While the lady ts laid out 
on a floral bier, the Tertium Quid 
disputes the cost of the sentimental 
wreath he has ordered from the 
florist. He pays up with the utmast 
reluctance. Yet the poor lady had 
probably died for the express pur- 
pose of culling that sentimental 
wreath. Her last exaction. Hubby, 
on the other hand; paid up with 
reckless ‘abandon for his wreath. 
And she probably writhed in her 
coffin when he laid it on. 7

HERE is something naive about 
the efforts of certain writers to 
utilize the ministeria) change 
at Tokio as the magical wand with 
which to conjure up the bogie of 
Japanese menace to America. Their 
logic is that because Count Terav- 
chi, the new Premier, is an army 
man the Cabinet organized by him 
must of necessity be militaristic 
and will assume a more aggressive 
attitude towards this country.

terprise. 
As far as Japan's relations with 
America are concerned, the differ-

Okuma Cabinet severely criticised 
the latter’s foreign policy, 
listening to their criticisms one can- 
not help wondering if they would 
have done any better than Okuma 
bad they been given the reins of 
government. . 

In justice to Okuma Cabinet's crit- 
les, however, let it be said that its 
methods in dealing with China have 
been far from satisfactory. The 
principles underlying those twenty- 
one demands presetited to China last 
winter might have been put into 
execution in a manner far less ob- 
trusive and objectionable than was 
actually followed. What Japan should 
avoid in China is the pin-pricking 
policy so much in evidence in her 
dealings with Peking during the 
past few years. 

This, however, was not the main 
Teason for Okuma’s resignation As 
for relations with the United States, 
they constituted no factor whatever 
in the change. The truth is that 
Okuma has been wishing to resign 
for almost a year. He is 75 years 
old. Though still robust, he has to 
consider his age. He has been in 
power for two and one-half years, 
and the pressure of official duties 
has not entirely been without its 
effect upon his constitution. Soon 
after the Mikado’s coronation was 
auspiciously celebrated last Novem- 
ber, the aged Premier asked His 
Majesty to relieve him of his office, 
but the Emperor urged him to re 
main in power as he could find no 


suitable successor at the time. Oku- 


ma himself was inclined to think 


completed an important task he had 
‘undertaken. That task was com- 
‘pleted a few weeks ago in the con- 
‘clusion of the new convention with 
Russia, which many hasty writers 
erroneously call an allfance treaty. 

Having thus carried out what he 
considered the greatest mission of 
his Cabinet, Okuma was now ready 
to retire. The only question he had 
to dispose of was the question of 
successor. He was anxious to see 
Viscount Kato succeed him as Pre 
mier, but circumstances were against 
such an arrangement: The result 
was that Count Teranchi was in- 
duced to organize a new Cabinet. 
The majority of the Japanese press 
seem to be opposed to the Terauchi 
Ministry, mainly becanse the new 
Premier has no affiliations with po 
litical parties. They fear that Te 
rauchi may prove a reactionary and 
may impede the development of con- 
stitutional government, which has 
been on fair road of progress. At 
any rate the Cabinet is likely to be 
short-lived, for no ministry, even in 
Japan, can exist long without the 
support of political parties. 

A soldier by training, Terauchi is 
nevertheless not a man who attaches 
undue importance to the saber. Few 
men can be more cautious than he 
in managing the grave affairs of the 
state. You may rest assured that he 
will never assume rash measures in 
handling foreign affairs of the em- 
pire, least of all questions involving 
the- Unſted States. It Is even pos- 
sible that in dealing with China he 
will prove more considerate and 
magnanimous than his predecessor 
Stern and often tactturn, he is also 
kind-hearted. The generosity he has 
shown towards the Koreans during

United States District Judge Bled- 
soe Monday sustained a demurrer 
to the bill filed by T. W. Jenkins & 
Co., an Oregon concern, against the 
Anaheim Sugar Company, holding 
that the contract which was the 
basis of the action lacked mutuality. 

The action was brought to recover 
$13,020 alleged to be due from de- 
fendant for breach of contract on 


the sale of sugar. In June, 1914, 
the Oregon firm entered into a con- 
tract with the Anaheim Sugar Com- 
pany, by which the latter was to

for 4800 bags of sugar, and that 
only 600 bags were delivered by the 
Anaheim manufactory, which com- 
pelled the complainants to go into 


the contract figure. 

The court held that the contract 
not only was lacking in mutuality, 
but that it was one-sided in its en- 
tirety, in that the defendant under 
all circumstances could be com- 
pelled to furnish the sugar covered 
by the contract, but the plaintiff 
could in no wise be compelled by 
the defendant to order 
any sugar thereunder,
